“Road accidents clairned 42 
lives Iast season,” says the 
Safety Council, “while off- 
road accidents caused 56 
desihs.”

Collisions, rough terrain, and 
falls through thin ice cause 
more than 80 percent of all 
snowmobile fatalities.

Even if snowmobilers drive 
safely, the construction of the 
machine itself may cause 
injuries. Since most machines 
are open and unheated, 
freezing temperatures and 
high speed increase the chill 
factor and can cause frostbite 
to ears, nose, cheeks, hands, 
and feet.

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Augusta—Beeause of 4 
thange In the criteria for 
reporting, the number of 
snowmobile accidents 
received at the Department of 
Inland Fisheries and Game is 
down somewhat from past 
years, but those reports 
received are anything but 
pleasant reading. Ataine Fish 
and Game Safety Officer John 
F. Marsh said four persons 
have suceurmbed already to 
the use of anowmobiles with 
many others sustaining in- 
juries that will be lifelong in 
their effect, 

A20 year-old Vermont girl's 
injury is listed as a com- 
pression fracture of the spine, 
a young Calais man sustained 
oskull fracture, and a middle- 
aged Aroostook County man 
sustained a broken back, The 
list goes on-laceration of 
face, dislocated shoulder, 
broken ankle, fractured ribs, 
abrasions and one middle 
aged worian with two broken 
knees. 

“Could any of these injuries 
have been avoided? = Are 
snowmobiles really that 
dangerous?” be asked. 


Actually the causes of these 
mishaps remain quite simple 
Many officers stil list 
“operation in unfamillar area 
without reasonable caution" 
ah a common cause of 
mishaps, ts well as 
"travelling too fast for core

ditions.” The human element 
is almost without exception 
the deciding factor in 
snowmobile mishaps, In only 
one case was “mechanical 
failure’ of the machine 
checked as the primary cause 
when a brake failure caused 
the operator to strike a parked 
auto, 

In reading the accident 
reports it appears thata large 
pereentage of all snowmobile 
mishaps could be prevented 
by the operator himself, 
whether he ig experienced or a 
novice. If you own a machine 
and haven't had a mishap, 
stop and ask yourself, Marsh 
suggested, Is it because you 


are a cautious driver or have | 


you been just plain lucky? 1 
would venture to aay if is the 
latter in many cases. This 
being the ease, maybe you 
should reassess your 
operating habits,” he said, 

Marsh brought up these 
questions: 

Do you always cheek for 
frozen throttle linkage before 
you start your machine? 

Are your brakes adjusted 
properly? 

Do you always allow proper 
distance for slopping? 

Do you “open ‘er up" when 
you aren't just sure what's 
ahead? 

‘Do you take all turns to the 
right?
